motion of Robert H. Jackson, at- 
torney for the Internal Revenue

ments. 

Jackson wanted to get into evi- 
dence the records of Union Trust 

relating to the Union Savings Bank, 
/a subsidiary. 

The Government alleges that the 
Mellon family dominated Union 
Trust and that the former Treasury 
| Secretary was able to make stock 

transactions with it which enabled 
i him to deduct losses in his income 
| tax report. 
| Jackson, in asking for the rec- 
|ords, said they would show “strong 
|evidence of the interest of R. B. 
Mellon” (Andrew's brother) in mat- 

ters related to the case now under 

' consideration, in which the Govern- 
| | ment seeks to collect $3,089,000 from 
' the banker on his income. 
| Government counsel recently ob- 
tained a subpena calling for records 
|'to show the stock holdings of the 
| Mellon family in Union Trust. 

After today’s motion was denied, 
Jackson noted an exception to the 
| ruling, specifying that no argument 


| 


| was heard. 
| The hearing was resumed with 
| Hoyt A. Moore, general counsel for 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, on

A new organization of lawyers, 
to be known as the Lawyers’ ASsso- 
ciation of St. Louis and to be open 
to all St. Louis attorneys who have 
paid the $3 annual enrollment fee 
established by the new rules of the: 
Missouri Supreme Court, was, 
formed last night at a meeting in| 
the Civil Courts Building. 


About 350 lawyers attended, of 
whom approximately 300 signed | 
membership cards, according to) 
Stewart D. Flanagan, temporary | 
secretary of the group. In addition, | 
Flanagan said, 200 lawyers had ap-| 
plied for membership previously. | 
The Bar Association of St. Louis, | 
having a selective membership, has 
an enrollment of 878. There are 
about 2200 persons practicing law 
in the city. | 

W. Blodgett Priest, temporary 
president, outlined the purposes of | 
the new association, which he said | 
emphatically was not ‘“dominated| 
by any circle, clique or special in-| 
terest of any kind,’ and which was) 
entirely voluntary as to member-| 
ship. “We want to progress,” he| 
said, “and not stand back and take) 
all the raps lawyers have been get- | 
ting lately.” 

Purposes Outlined. 

The purposes, he continued, were 
to advance the legal profession gen-| 
erally and in particular to sponsor | 
legislation for the best interests of | 
all citizens and combat lobbies by | 
special interests, to stop unauthor- | 
‘ized practice of law “not through | 
cliques and crowds but by a round-| 
ed organization of members of the 
bar” and to meet for discussion of | 
current topics and mutual profes-_| 
sional problems. The St. Louis Bar) 
Association has begun a campaign | 
against unauthorized practice 
through a special committee. | 

Priest said there was a need for 
criminal code reform, but urged, 
“Let’s get back of this as lawyers 
and not as a small group.” The 
Missouri Bar Association, in co-op- 
eration with the St. Louis Bar As- 
sociation, recommended a series of 
changes in the criminal code at the 
present session of the Legislature. | 

The constitution of the new asso-| 
ciation, copies of which were circu- 
lated at the meeting, said one of | 
the objects was “to secure reason- | 
able reforms and improvements of 
law and procedure.” A provision | 
was inclded to enable any member, | 
after a hearing, to be suspended or 
expelled for professional miscon- | 
duct. Dues, not to exceed $1 a] 
year, were to be fixed in the by-| 
laws. 


Statement by Flanagan. 
Applause followed a statement by | 
Flanagan that it was felt that the | 
man who paid $3 for the right to) 
practice should be a member of a. 
united bar and that if he were not | 
fit for membership he should not | 
have a license. | 
“It is contrary to American prin- | 
ciples,” he went on, “to tax a man | 
without representation, and when | 
we pay the tax we ought to have 
the right as a united bar to select | 
those who will govern us—and I.

Mr. Roosevelt’s explanation was candid. When the 
price of zinc soared into the stratosphere during the 
World War, the manufacturers of sheet steel cut 
down on the quantity of zinc coating, the trade term 
for which is galvanizing. Before the war it was the 
custom to apply a one-ounce veneer of zine on each 
side of a square foot of steel. The quantity was re- 
duced to slightly more than a quarter ounce. An in- 
ferior product was the result. The farmers turned 
to other roofing material. And a market that con- 
sumed 35 per cent of the zinc used in the United 
States was lost. 

The American Zinc Institute has been trying to 
récapture that market, and with some success. It 
fixed a galvanizing standard, adopting as its trade 
mark “the seal of quality.” Steel sheet producers 
who complied with the institute’s requirements were 
privileged to use the trade mark. At first there 
were some dissenters, but they have mostly been won 
over. A lost market is a powerful persuader.

T no time since Mr. Roosevelt took of- 
A tice has it been truer than it is today 

that the progress of recovery is better 
than the sentiment in business. Partisan 
Democrats have a number of explanations 
for this paradox which they find rather re- 
assuring. But the wiser heads in the ad- 
ministration would do well not to be satis- 
fied with them. 

For underneath the obvious partisan at- 
tack on the New Deal and underneath the 
propaganda from vested interests which the 
President has challenged, there are solid 
causes for the lack of confidence which can 
and should be met. They come down, it 
seems to me, to two fundamental things: 
one, to the fact that the program of reforms 
which affect the mainsprings of enterprise 
has been dealt out item by item, with no 
clear view of the whole program and there- 
fore with no definite assurances as to how 
far the program extends; second, to the fact 
that the administration has decided to incur 
the largest voluntary deficit in ou history 
without any statement of what it proposes 
to do after this deficit is spent. 

The result is that a very large number of 
the ablest business iaen are in the grip of a 
nightmare in which they see before them 
an endless series of drastic reforms and an 
interminable series of budgetary deficits. 

* * - 


By a curious irony an administration 
which believes in the necessity of planning 
for the future finds itself widely distrusted 
and its efforts weakened at every turn pre- 
cisely because it does not disclose the plan 
of its own policies. Its spokesmen ask for 
co-operation. They do not get it for the 
simple reason that they do not tell their 
listeners what is the plan of campaign. They 
must not be astonished if, as a result, many 
believe, however untruly, however unjustly, 
however fantastically, that this failure to 
disclose the New Deal policies as a whole 
is due either to hidden purposes or to the 
lack of any clear and coherent purpose. 

Back in the spring of 1933, when the crisis 
was acute and the President’s prestige in- 
vincible, there was much to be said in favor 
of bringing in one surprising measure after 
another. But it is very evident that in this 
session of Congress it would have been far 
better to have followed the traditional pro- 
cedure and to have outlined the whole legis- 
lative program in the opening message to 


the Jitters 


Congress. It is bad for the nerves of the 
country and it is inherently undesirable as a 
matter of public policy for the President to 
keep the country guessing as to what his 
whole program is. For those who distrust 
him, the fear of what he may have up his 
sleeve is paralyzing. For those who wish 
to support him, the mystery is demoralizing. 

The remedy is simple. The President 
should make it plain to the country what his 
whole program of reform is. He need not 
and should not cross all the t’s and dot all 
the i's on particular bills; it would be bet- 
ter, in fact, to say frankly that he wishes 
his program to be the result of compromise 
and adjustment. But he should make defi- 
nite what is the budget of necessary, per- 
manent, structural measures that he expects 
Congress to pass before he and this Con- 
gress submit themselves again to the judg- 
ment of the voters. He will, I believe, find 
the country far more willing to go along if 
it can see clearly the end of the road. 

On the budget, the moment may not be 
altogether auspicious for a definite commit- 
ment. But it may very well be auspicious 
before this session of Congress comes to an 
end. Both the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the chairman of the Security Exchange 
Commission have announced the reopening 
of the private capital market. By all the 
ordinary signs, they appear to be right. 
Now if the administration believes that the 
private capital market is reviving, then by 
the logic of its own principles it must also 
believe that the era of budgetary deficits is 
coming to its close. The stagnation of pri- 
vate capital and the Government deficits are 
two sides of the same shield. The revival of 
investment, if it appears, as normally it does, 
after a period of refunding such as we are 
in, should mean the balancing of the bud- 
get. It is the deficit of private investment 
that produces the Government deficit. The 
resumption of private investment should end 
the Government deficit. 

This presumably is the fiscal] principle on 
which the administration is acting and as 
soon as it has become a little more clear and 
definite that the flow of capital into private 
enterprise has in fact been resumed, no 
greater impetus could be given to the re- 
vival than to come forward with revised 
estimates which forecast the conditions on 
which the budget can and will be balanced.

ticipate in local elections. Residents in 
the smaller cities, it appears, show more 
interest than those in the larger population- 
centers. In the 30,000-to-100,000 population 
sroup, approximately two-fifths of the ad- 
ults voted in the last two elections. In 
the cities of 10,000 to 30,000 population 
slightly less than half the citizens voted. 
Probably the explanation is that the 
smaller community lives closer to its gov- 


ernment. It is not surprising that relatively 
more persons vote in the presidential than 
in the city election. In 1932, the partic »a- 
tion amounted to 54 per cent of the adult 
population — a proportion far too low for 
civic health. On that point, President Cool- 
ge = greet a warning: 

“We place our reliance on self-zgov . 
ment. There will be mistakes, but uheieis 
which the people themselves make. But

Another along the same ee 
was the observation of Hollings- | 
worth, who gave 22 intelligent men | 
capsules of caffeine or capsules of 
milk sugar for a period of 40 days. |

ference in the reactions of the en- 
tire caffaine group to. the entire | 
lactose group. And it was further 
possible to observe the reactions of | 
the same man with caffeine one, 
day with sugar of milk the next.

For Fatigue.

The stimulation of tea and cof- 
fee if carried to excess, is certain- 
ly of the sort which draws on na- 
tures reserves, however, and I! 
echo the words of a famous physi- 
cian who writes: “I should like to 
sav to every student that if he gets) 
into a state in which night after | 
night he cannot work without cof- | 
fee, he is drawing on his reserves, | 
so that when he needs to make a 
spurt, he will be unable to do so.” 

Tea is a valuable domestic drug 
for other things. On account of its 
content of tannic acid it-is valuable | 
in the treatment of burns, and tea | 
leaves are, therefore, valuable as a/| 
part of the domestic medicine.

They are answered, if at all, by 
Thomas, his. butler-chauffeur or 
Tammany Young, his pal, and they 
have just two replies to your query. 
The first is “I'll see” and the sec- 
ond, coming a moment later is 
“Mr. Fields is not in.” 

More careful research reveals 
that Mr. Fields is either sleeping, 
playing golf, taking sun bath or has 
just gone out and didn’t say where. 
Usually it is sleeping. Bill loves 
to sleep and, above all things, in 
a magnificent Louis XIV bed. From 
the time he resigned from school— 
and incidentally from all family 
connections—at 11 years of age, 


he doesn’t remember having slept 


jin a real bed until he was a grown 


man. So now he is making up for 
lost time. 

And during that bedless era Bill 
shared his days and his nights, 
his back alleys and his freight 
cars with a somewhat undesirable 
crowd. It made him long for peace 
and quiet. Now that he can have 
those things he doesnt like to be 
interrupted. It is related that one 
morning recently he was seated, 
maybe looking for a four-leaf clov- 
er, in a vacant-lor out in Los An- 
geles County. An early going golfer 
hurried past and disturbed him 

“What's this, what's this?” shout- 
ed the outraged actor. ‘Can't a man 
have any privacy?” 

Now part of this desire for pri- 
vacv is due to the fact that the 
comic-appearing Mr. Fields really 
nurses a secret sorrow and likes to 
nurse it alone. At heart he is a 
juggier-—if you happen to be an old 
time vaudeville customer you will 
remember that he was, probably, 
the best juggler the variety halls 
ever saw--and he feels that the 
movies, which made him put away 
his billiard balls, his canes and his 
lighted lamps, have ruined the 
greatest of dramatic arts, the art 
of keeping them all in the air at 
once, 

Bill. Fields didn’t start out in life 
to become a juggler. His father 
was a baker and young William 
was being trained, after a fashion, 
to follow in the. footsteps of his 
worthy sire. One day baker Duk- 
enfield gave the boy a sound lick- 
ing. Maybe it was because the 
youth, set to the task of watching 
the oven, let the dough burn. Bill 
doesn’t remember. But that eve- 
ning, armed with an ax handle and 
standing behind a door which he 
knew his father would enter, soon- 
er or later, he evened up matters 
and then quit the baking business, 
school and Philadelphia all in one 
jump. 

Horatio Alger used to write about 
the young ragamuffins who infest 
ed New York about that time. Bill 
became one of them and learned 
all the tricks of the trade. He had 
to become quick fingered to snatch 
a meal here and there and this 
quickness led to juggling. When 
he was 15 he was so adept at the 
art that he went on the stage down 
in a Bowery music hall and gradu- 
ally worked up to becoming the 
most famous “silent act” in vaude- 
ville. 

But it was a gradual climb. There 
were weeks. and months in between 
jobs sometimes and Bill tramped it 
all over the country. All over the 
world for that matter. He worked 
when he could get a job and most 
of his salary was promptly invested 
in excellent places to sleep. If he 
got $15 a week, $10 of it went fer 
a hotel room. If his pay was $150 
the leading hotel of the town he 
happened to be in was sure of his 
patronage.
